that tbe excess be not in any case greater than one half of that 
maximum amount.

the pensions of men appointed before that date. 

7. Eor the purposes of this Act, unless the context otherwise Interpreta- 
reouires, the expression “constable" means a constable of the 

20 Royal Irish Constabulary, and includes a head constable major, 
head constable, sergeant, and acting sergeant of that force. 

8. This Act applies to Ireland only and may be cited as Extent a„d 
the Constabulary (Ireland) Act, 1908, and. may be cited with 

the Constabulary (Iceland) Acts, 1836 to 1897.
